Corrosion control helps keep 


our pipelines 


healthy 


Pipelines are subject to corrosion. You 


are probably best acquainted with 


corrosion in the form of rust or the 


greenish accumulation on battery cables. 


Texas Eastern is working actively and 


constantly to stop corrosion and keep 


its pipelines delivering natural gas 


without expensive interruptions to 


. replace corrosion-pitted pipe sections. 


Corrosion is an electrochemical action. It takes place 
when a natural electric current flows from a bare 
spot on the pipe into the earth - taking along 
with it minute particles of metal. 
So, we electrically isolate the pipe from 
the surrounding soil. When we lay a 
pipeline, the mechanical monster 
shown above encases the pipe 
in a double wrapping of extra- 
heavy, extra-tough glass fiber 
tnd an outer wrap over a coating 
of tar or other pipeline enamels. 
However, even a minor, break 
in the insulation can be an open 
door for corrosive action. To 
guard against this, we set up our 
second line of defense: cathodic protection. 
Current is sent into the pipe to retard the corrosive cur- 
rent flow from the metal. We have two ways of attain- 
ing this protection. The first is by using a "rectifier 
unit" iright) which convert* home-style aJtemalinf 
current to direct current, jerxh it through conductor 
cables to buried ground beds of expendable material*, 
luch as graphite or iron, and then through the toil to 
the pipeline. 


The second method could be called the "dry cell" 
method. Galvanic anodes, consisting of magnesium or 
zinc, are buried near and connected to the pipeline. 
They act in the same manner as the zinc of a flash- 
light battery-and send a current through the earth to 
the steei pipe, uhivm "stands in" for the cell's carbon. 
It takes time - and money - to determine what sp*. 
cia! protection, if an\, a given section of pipe needs. 
But the cost of corrosion conirol is actually an invest- 
ment that pass off in the lengthened life of the pipe* 
line and continuous service.
